A substi- 
tute for coal will have to be provided 
unless there 13 a substantial reduc- 
tion in the price to tho consume*, 


IIUSINESR BRIDES 


A warning against the grbwinj; 


practice of business bribery was is- 
sued in an address a few days ago 
by -Huston Thompson, of the federal 
trade commission. He said that this 
practice had greatly increased since 
the war. 


These methods have many different 


forms, and they could not be defined 
briefly. 
In general, business bribery 


is the method of the man or the firm 
thnt tries to get business by some 
form of rake-off or tip or valuable 
favor to the individuals who do the 
buying for commercial enterprises. It 
is a hard thing to fight against. The 
honest man, trying to play a straight 
game, finds his superior goods often 
turned down because some buyer has 
been persuaded by a valuable consid- 
eration to patronize some one else. 


In the long run you csn't beat out 


substantial merit. The concern that 
gets business by crooked ways will 
usually put out inferior stuff, and it 
won't be able to hold trade long on 
that basis.
